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Shipping Movements at United Kingdom Ports 

(Page 162) 
Foreign trade tonnage entering with carga in the 
second quarter of 1933 was 0°7 per cent. greater than 
in the corresponding period of 1932; clearances 
showed no appreciable change. Entrances in ballast 
declined by 76 per cent., but clearances were 
O03 per cent. greater. For the month of June 
arrivals with cargo show 2°4 per cent. decrease and 
departures 1°7 per cent. increase, as compared with 
June, 1932; the coasting trade decreased slightly in 
cargo movements, but ballast arrivals were 6°1 per 

cent. and departures 3°5 per cent. greater. 


Foreign Exchanges in July (Page 167) 

Compared with end-June rates the London rates 
on each of the first seven centres quoted in the 
third table given showed a depreciation of 1 to 
1:7 per cent. in the pound sterling on July 31. The 
pound gained about 5 per cent. on the United States 
dollar and about 2} per cent. on the Canadian dollar. 
The Japanese declined about 24 per cent. 


New Capital Issues (Page 170) 

For the first seven months of the year new issues 
of capital in the United Kingdom totalled rather less 
than for the corresponding period of 1932 or 193] 
and less than half the amount recorded for that of 
1930. 


Trade Conditions in Newfoundland (Page 172) 


While there has been no improvement in general 
conditions during the past two years, the situation is 
not expected to become worse, writes H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in Newfoundland. It is_ possible, 
indeed, that traders will have to add to their stocks 





in the near future, as these have been further reduced 
in face of consumers’ growing necessities. 


Foreign Trade of Germany (Page 174) 

Imports declined in value by 13 per cent. in the 
first half of 1933, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1932, owing to lower prices.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JUNE, 1933, AND IN 
RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports in the United Kingdom during June, 
1935, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival, 
aggregated 6,609,000 tons, a decrease of 165,000 tons, 
or 2-4 per cent., compared with the corresponding total 
for June, 1932. British tonnage decreased by 127,009 
tons, or 3 per cent., and German tonnage by 24,000 
tons, or 5 per cent., while increases of 48,000 tons 
(33 per cent.) and 29,000 tons (12 per cent.) were re- 
corded respectively for French and United States 
vessels. Between 62 and 63 per cent. of the net tonnage 
that arrived with cargo was British in both June, 1933, 
and June, 1932. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
3,182,000 tons, this total being 8,000 tons (0-3 per 
cent.) less than that for June, 1982. Among the prin- 
cipal nationalities British vessels increased by 89,000 
tons, or 4 per cent., and Norwegian vessels by 32,000 
tons, or 39 per cent., while French tonnage showed a 
decline of 14,000 tons, or 6 per cent. There was also 
a decrease amounting to 113,000 tons, or 22 per cent., 
in the tonnage of vessels of ‘‘ Other Nationalities,’’ 
chiefly Italian and Swedish. The British proportion 
of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 67 per 
cent. in June, 1933, as against 64 per cent. in June, 
1932. Of the total British tonnage that arrived 34 per 
cent. was in ballast in the later and 32 per cent. in the 
earlier month. 





The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
June, 1933, from ports at which they had loaded cargo 
for abroad, aggregated 5,672,000 tons, being 97,000 
tons, or 1-7 per cent., more than a year earlier. All 
the principal nationalities included in the tables 
showed increases. British tonnage was higher by 
42,000 tons, or 1 per cent., Norwegian by 21,000 tons, 
or 16 per cent., Dutch by 20,000 tons, or 9 per cent., 
and French and United States tonnage by 26,000 tons 
(11 per cent.) and 382,000 tons (30 per cent.) re- 
spectively. About 67 per cent. of the net tonnage that 
departed with cargo was British in both June, 1933, 
and June, 19382. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at whick they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 4,278,000 tons, and was 188,000 tons, or 46 
per cent. more than the corresponding total for June 
of last year. This increase may be attributed largely 
to greater liner-cruise activity, a similar increase in the 
arrivals in ballast being offset by reductions in the 
movement at the principal coal ports. There was 4 
large increase (369,000 tons, or 16 per cent.) in the 
tonnage of British vessels, but German tonnage de- 
clined by 44,000 tons, or 13 per cent., Dutch tonnage 
by 88,000 tons, or 12 per cent., and the tonnage of 
vessels of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ by 135,000 tons, oF

The average of the rates for the French franc in 
London in the week ended July 1 represented a depre- 
ciation in the value of the pound sterling of 30-4 per 
cent. as compared with the closing rate on September 
19, 1931. Comparing the same periods, Swiss francs, 
Dutch florins, reichsmarks, belgas, Czechoslovak 
crowns and lire represented a depreciation in the value 
of the pound sterling ranging from 29:3 to 30°7 per 
cent. The London exchange rates on the seven centres 
showed a pronounced movement against sterling in the 
first half of July, ranging from about 14 per cent. in 
relation to French frances and Czechoslovak crowns to 
nearly 3 per cent. in relation to Dutch florins and reichs- 
marks. In the second half of the month some improve- 
ment was recorded in the value of sterling, but on 
balance the pound declined on Continental centres on 
the gold standard during the month. 

The Argentine peso is pegged to the French franc, 
the control rate in Buenos Aires being 14-69-14°84 
French frances to the gold peso. On balance sterling 
depreciated, as compared with the peso, by about 1 per 
cent. during the month. 

Exchange rates on Stockholm, Oslo and Copenhagen 
showed little or no variation during July. 

The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended July 1 represented a depre- 
ciation in the value of the pound sterling of 11-8 per 
cent. as compared with the closing rate on September 
19, 1931. The pound was quoted at 4°31} dollars on 
July 1 and the rate increased gradually to 4-794 on 
July 10. There was a decline to 4-694 on July 12, but 
during the next six days a steady rise was recorded, the 
rate reaching 4-87} at one time on July 19. At this 
figure the dollar showed a depreciation of about 34 of 
1 per cent. below the theoretical par value. From 
July 20 to the end of the month the movement was 
reversed, and the closing rate on July 31 (4-47) repre- 
sented a depreciation of the pound in terms of United 
States dollars of nearly 8 per cent. 

The London rate on Montreal showed a depreciation 
of the pound sterling in the week ended July 1 as com- 
pared with the closing rate on September 19, 1931, of 
49 per cent. There was a movement in favour of 
sterling in the first half of the month amounting to 
about 6 per cent., but in the second half of the month 
sterling depreciated by about 2 per cent. The Canadian 
dollar was at a discount in relation to the pound from 
July 7 to July 28. Canadian funds in New York were 
at a discount of 7% per cent. on June 29, 6% per cent. 
on July 6, 44 per cent. on July 18, 44 per cent. on 
July 20, and 7 per cent. on July 27. 

Spanish pesetas appreciated in terms of sterling by 
about 1 per cent. during the month. 

The Japanese yen was quoted throughout the month 
at between 144#d. and 15y,;d. The closing rate on 
July 31 (144#d.) showed a fall during the month, as 
compared with sterling, of about 24 per cent. 

The percentage variations of sterling at the end of 
April, May, June and July, 1933, in comparison with 
the principal foreign currencies as quoted on September 
19, 1931, are shown in the following table :—

Compared with the rates at the end of June, the 
London rates on each of the first seven centres for 
which quotations are recorded in the preceding table 
showed a depreciation in the value of the pound 
sterling ranging from 1 to 1:7 per cent. In terms of 
United States dollars the pound appreciated by about 
5 per cent. during the month, and the appreciation in 
terms of Canadian dollars was about 24 per cent. 
Reference has already been made to the net movement 
shown by the quotations on the other centres.

IMPORT DUTIES (IMPERIAL PREFERENCE) 
REGULATIONS 


Following the passing of the Finance Act, 1933, 
Regulations have been made by the Board of Trade 
under Section 8 of the Finance Act, 1919, and under 
the Fifth Schedule to the Finance Act, 1933, con- 
tinuing the operation of the Regulations governing the 
conditicns under which goods manufactured in and 
consigned from a part of the British Empire may be 
admitted to Preference.

them. 


FOOD INVESTIGATION BOARD REPORT 


The *Report of the Food Investigation Board for the 
year 1932 issued on Monday by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, reviews in its 300 
pages the important work carried out under the Depart- 
ment directed to the improvement in quality and the 
prevention of wastage in our foodstuffs by improved 
methods of handling and storage. 


The Report refers to the remarkable progress in the 
commercial gas-storage of home-grown apples (i.e., 
by the control of carbon dioxide and oxygen in the 
atmosphere of the store by regulated ventilation). The 
fact that the ripening of bananas could be slowed down 
by air with a lower proportion of oxygen was stated in 
the last Report of the Board. An apparatus was 
therefore constructed by which a lower proportion of 
oxygen could be obtained without the accumulation 
of carbon dioxide, and experiments with this apparatus 
are now described. 

It is pointed out that the study of the effects of 
“apple air ’’ on apples and other fruit and the in- 
fluence of the climacteric changes may lead to a clearer 
understanding of many of the diseases occurring in 
fruit which constitute serious practical problems in its 
storage and handling. 


Experiments described on the storage of tomatoes 
indicate that a storage life up to five weeks may be 
a commercial proposition with English hot-house 
tomatoes. 


STORAGE OF CHILLED BEEF 


Important results in connection with the storage of 
chilled beef are recorded. In ordinary air chilled beef 
can be kept in store for about one month. At the end 
of this period it rapidly deteriorates. This period 
permits of marketing of chilled beef from the Argentine 
in this country, but is too short for Australian and New 
Zealand beef. It has been found, however, that com- 
paratively low concentrations of carbon dioxide prevent 
the growth of the moulds and bacteria commonly found 
on chilled beef and about double the storage life of 
hindquarters of chilled beef. , Attention is now being 
directed to the means by which successful laboratory 
experiments can be satisfactorily applied in practice. 
Experiments are also being made in Australia on the 
preparation of chilled meat for transport and on the 
effects of storage of the past history of the meat. 


GAS-STORAGE OF BACON AND PorRK 


Small-scale experiments on the gas-storage of bacon 
are also recorded in the Report. In view of the national 
effort to produce more bacon at home, importance 
attaches to the careful comparison carried out between 
tank and dry-salt curing, the results of which are 
described in the Report. 


While frozen pork keeps remarkably well, chilled 
pork fetches better prices. So far neither Australia 
now New Zealand can export chilled pork to this 
country, since after three or four weeks micro-organisms 
grow on the skin and the fat develops rancidity. Gas-

storage experiments have accordingly been extended 
to pork. 


FREEZING OF FisH AND MEAT 


As the result of other work on the storage of fish 
and meat, considerable light has been thrown on the 
relation between temperature and the rate at which 
tissues deteriorate in the frozen state. 


‘* The fact that a market is now being established 
for brine-frozen white fish (other than brine-frozen 
halibut, which is already an accepted article of com- 
merce) should,’’ states the Report, ‘‘ dispel some of 
the doubt in the minds of trawler-owners as to the 
advisability of adapting their long-distance vessels for 
brine-freezing. Plant has been designed for brine- 
freezing fish aboard long-distance trawlers. Plans have 
also been got out showing the installation of this plant, 
together with a suitable cold-store, in a 140-foot 
trawler of an existing type.”’ 


SMOKE-CURING OF FISH 


As the result of a number of experiments on the 
smoke-curing of fish—finnan haddocks and kippered 
herrings—a tunnel-shaped kiln has been designed at a 
Torry Research Station. Some of the principles under- 
lying its design have already been adopted in new 
commercial kilns recently constructed, and certain 
existing ones are being altered to embody some of its 
features.

INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


26,369 tons._-Malayan Information Agency in 





Since the previous Report was published in June, 1931, 
on economic conditions in Newfoundland, no improvement in 
the general situation on the Island has been noted,* writes 
H.M. Trade Commissioner in Newfoundland and the Mari- 
time Provinces of Canada. The country is almost entirely 
dependent on outside markets for the sale of its products, 
and in consequence a general improvement and stabilisation 
in the countries where these products are sold are necessary 
before any improvement can be expected. 


Exports from the Island for the year ended June 30, 1932, 
exceeded 26 million dollars, of which re-exports were valued 
at over one million dols. Imports were valued at 18,135,631 
dols., or over 7 million dols. short of those in the previous 
year, and nearly 14 million dols. less than in the fiscal year 
1929-30, when they were just over the average, based on a 
ten-year period. 


The principal export trade in the past, the produce of the 
fisheries, only amounted to 6,393,548 dols. for the year 
ended June 30, 1932: the chief item, dried codfish, realised 
but 5,029,972 dols. The export of newsprint amounted to 
15,376,398 dols. and now forms the largest item in the export 
trade of the Island, though the fisheries still provide the 
principal source of employment for the islanders. 

The first half of the year 1932 did not show any business 
improvement, but from July to December an improvement 
was indicated through the increase in the Customs Revenue; 
this increase, although not large, has been steady.

FisHERIES: IRON OrnE PRODUCTION 


Considerable quantities of codfish are still in the hands of 
large exporters who have been able to hold them in antici- 
pation of higher prices: these merchants stand to gain this 
year owing to the recent appreciation in sterling in relation 
to the Canadian dollar. Obviously the actual fishermen, 
however, do not derive benefit to any appreciable extent 
by the profits, if any, made by these merchants except that 
the merchants are liable to be more generous in supplying 
them in the spring for this year’s fishery. 

The seal fishery this spring was most successful and, al- 
though only six ships were engaged, good results were 
achieved. Two vessels returned with record catches and the 
other four all brought in good average catches. There is a 
jocal belief that the success or failure of the seal fishery can 
be looked upon as an indication of the success or otherwise 
of the cod fishery; the good result achieved this spring has 
consequently sb Oa a strong feeling of confidence and 
hope that the coming cod fishery season will be an improve- 
ment on the past few years. 

The curtailment of steel production throughout the prin- 
cipal steel manufacturing countries was reflected in the 
iron ore industry, with the result that production of ore at 
Wabana was the lowest for many years. On the other hand, 
milling operations at Buchans (lead and zinc concentrates) 
were fully maintained and the mill operated at capacity 
throughout the year. 


GENERAL BUSINESS SITUATION 


Despite the difficult business situation during the past 
few years, the majority of the St. John’s merchants in all 
lines have fairly closely maintained their financial position. 
This, of course, they have done very largely by effecting 
economies of one kind or another. Reductions of wages 
naturally contributed largely to this, but it is encouraging 
to see that the position has been so well maintained. 

As to the prospects for the future, they may be expected 
to be no worse than conditions experienced during the past 
two years, although, owing to the heavy catches by Icelandic 
and Norwegian fishermen, the world price for codfish this 
season may be adversely affected. Owing to the further re- 
duction of stocks in the hands of wholesalers and retailers, 
and to the growing necessity on the part of the consumer to 
replenish most of the commodities in use in his daily life, it 
is possible that traders will have to add to their stocks in the 
near future. 

The point has, however, not yet been reached at which it 
can be said confidently that conditions show definite signs 
of returning to normal, though there is a more hopeful feel- 
ing abroad, and the gallant efforts made by the Newfound- 
land Government to balance its Budget and bring its ex- 
penditure into line with its revenues are assisting to stimu- 
late this feeling. 

Some noteworthy features during the year under review 
were the organisation of community clubs and associations 
to promote agricultural studies and community effort; a 
marked ‘‘ back to the land’”’ movement is in evidence 
throughout the Dominion. 


LUMBER AND NEWSPRINT 


The total production of sawn lumber during the year was 
13,400,000 feet. This total varies but little from the quan- 
tity produced in 1931. Between 450 and 500 mills were in 
operation during 1932. The prices obtained during the 
year fluctuated widely, but were materially below the market 
value of the preceding year. 

A ‘‘pit props for coal”’ contract was concluded between 
the Newfoundland Railway and some Welsh collieries under 
the terms of which approximately 90,000 tons of pit props 
are to be exchanged for 48,000 tons of coal. This should pro- 
vide a much needed, if less than normally remunerative, 
avenue of employment for a portion of the lumbermen. 

Newfoundland was the only country in North America to 
produce more newsprint in 1931 (294,983 tons) than in 1930 
(287,259 tons). In 1932 the production dropped slightly 
below that of 1931, viz. to 271,804 tons. 

The newsprint industry started in Newfoundland in 1909 
and has now, as stated above, outstripped in the value of its 
output the fishing industry of the Dominicn, becoming the 
most important industry of the Island. The industry is 
controlled by two companies at Grand Falls, from whence 
the products are shipped mainly to the United Kingdom, 
and at Corner Brook, from whence shipments are practically 
all made to the United States. The mill at Grand Falls com- 
menced production in 1909 and has a possible daily produc- 
tion of 420 tons. Throughout 1932 this mill operated at 
full capacity, producing 124,734 tons of newsprint, the 
highest annual total in the history of the mill; the record 
day’s output was 449 tons on June 14. The plant at Corner

Brook commenced operations in 1925 and can produce 620 
tons per day. During 1932 the mill went on short time and 
showed the reduced production for the year of 147,070 tons, 
as against 177,048 tons in 1931. 


TRADE CHANNELS 


The distribution of goods in Newfoundland is to a very 
large extent in the hands of merchant houses at St. John’s, 
which is the only really important commercial centre in the 
Island. From St. John’s goods are dispatched to various 
outside consumers and as this trade is chiefly in the hands 
of the merchants it is natural to find that, although a large 
volume of business is done by agents representing United 
Kingdom, Canadian and United States manufacturers, these 
agents must necessarily count the merchant houses among 
their most important customers since, without them, their 
turnover would be greatly diminished. 

The principal merchants make purchases directly from 
United Kingdom manufacturers through their own buying 
houses, which are usually in Liverpool. They also send 
buyers regularly to the United Kingdom. Some merchant 
houses in St. John’s have the sole distributing rights in 
Newfoundland of the productions of United Kingdom firms. 

It is frequently the case that the more important mer- 
chants deal both as wholesalers and retailers in a wide range 
of commodities. Manufacturers’ agents in St. John’s also 
handle an extensive assortment of goods. The reason for 
this lack of specialisation is that the smallness of the market 
and the limited number of buyers make it impossible to 
obtain an adequate living from dealing in one commodity. 
United Kingdom firms need not therefore be concerned at 
finding that agents recommended to them are handling a 
varied assortment of lines. 


ADVISABILITY OF Direct MARKET CONNECTIONS 


One point that should be borne in mind particularly by 
United Kingdom firms in connection with trade with New- 
foundland is that it is advisable to obtain a direct connec- 
tion with the markets through a merchant or agent in St. 
John’s, and it is injudicious to attempt to export to New- 
foundland through the medium of representatives in 
Canada. The feeling of business men on this point is very 
strong indeed and efforts to transact business for Newfound- 
land through agents in Canada will only antagonise the 
buyers concerned. 

It is often a difficult matter to decide whether the market 
should be handled through the merchants of St. John’s or 
through the agents there. No hard and fast rule can be 
laid down on this point, the decision depending to a large 
extent on such considerations as the type ofggoommodity in 
question, the volume of business to be obtained, the com- 
petition to be met and the terms that the United Kingdom 
exporter is prepared to offer. 

The appointment of an agent is, of course, a step requir- 
ing the utmost care and consideration as an agent can either 
make or mar the sale of a commodity through his industry 
or neglect. United Kingdom firms are advised to obtain full 
information regarding the standing and personality of 
agents and are recommended to consult the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, 
before definitely concluding arrangements. The location of 
the agent should of course be in St. John’s, in which city the 
bulk cf the trade is done. 


Visits oF UNITED Kinapom MANUFACTURERS 


United Kingdom manufacturers or exporters interested 
in the Newfoundland market should undoubtedly make an 
effort to visit the Island. More can be learned during a 
brief stay at St. John’s regarding the trading conditions 
and the possibilities of increased business than can be 
learned from years of correspondence. 

The majority of firms exporting to Newfoundland are also 
doing business in Canada, but it 1s found that while many 
United Kingdom business representatives visit Canada, only 
a few go to Newfoundland. The small additional cost of 
calling at St. John’s either on the way to Canada or on the 
return journey to the United Kingdom would, in many 


cases, be a profitable investment. 


ADVERTISING 


The importance of press advertising in a number of lines 
in the Newfoundland market cannot be exaggerated and 
the local daily papers cannot be read without appreciating 
the extent to which the sale of commodities in every-day use 
is stimulated by advertising. United Kingdom firms will 
find that in certain commodities they cannot make much 
headway in the market unless they are prepared to advertise 
their productions, particularly in the daily papers.

In comparison with May imports in June rose by 7 per 
cent., while exports decreased by 8:8 per cent. The total 
value of German foreign trade fell from 754 million 
R.mks. in May to 739 million mks. in June, 1933, as against 
818 million mks. in June, 1932. The surplus of exports over 
imports in June, 1933, was only 29 million mks., or almost 
on the low level of January and February, 1933; the corre- 
sponding figure was 89 million mks. in May, 1933, and 79 
million mks. (apart from reparation deliveries, 10 million 
mks.) in June, 1932. 

Higher prices of foodstuffs and raw materials are stated 
to account for a rise of 1-5 per cent. in the value of im- 
ports. The rising tendency also influenced additional pur- 
chases abroa@® and increased imports were said to be partly 
due to an improvement in the home market. The volume of 
raw materials imported rose by more than 10 per cent. in 
comparison with May; finished goods also increased, but 
foodstuffs decreased. Among foodstuffs which declined were 
lard (— 6-1 million mks.), fruit (— 2-2 million mks.) and 
rye (— 2 million mks.), while the chief increases were in 
vegetables (+ 2-9 million mks.) and potatoes ( + 2-3 million 
mks.). The reduction in imports of oilseeds was adjusted 
by a larger quantity of fish oil. Other raw materials which 
increased were cotton (+ 8-9 million mks., contrary to the 
seasonal tendency), tobacco (+ 3-8 million mks.), wood and 
pulp (+ 3:3 million mks.), building timber (+ 1-7 million 
mks.), and skins for furs (+ 1:7 million mks.). The greater 
part of additional imports of finished goods was accounted 
for by textiles. 

Most countries participated in the increased imports, but 
particularly the United Kingdom, Italy, Holland and the 
Dutch East Indies. There was a considerable drop in 
imports from China, mainly of oilseeds. The lower figure 
for lard imports from the United States was compensated 
by higher imports of cotton. 


Export TRADE 


Exports dropped from 422 million mks. in May to 385 
million mks. in June, 1933, as compared with 444 million 
mks. (excluding reparation deliveries) in June, 1932. The 
reduction is stated in the official communiqué to be partly 
due to high statistics in May for machinery delivered over 
a longer period. Otherwise exports followed the seasonal 
tendency on the whole. Exports of finished goods decreased 
by about 10 per cent. and of raw materials by 5 per cent. 
The items most affected in lower exports of finished goods 
were machine tools (— 9-9 million mks.), textiles (-— 8 
million mks.), electrical machinery and products (— 2-5 
million mks.), and furs and fur goods (— 1-8 million mks). 
Exports of tubes and rolling mill products rose by 4 million 
mks. during June in comparison with May. Among raw

materials exported, coal decreased by 1-6 million mks., 
while sulphate of ammonia showed the customary seasonal 
improvement of 2-1 million mks. 


Apart from the heavy reductions in exports to the Soviet 
Union as against those in May, export trade to France, 
Holland, Belgium, Norway and British India suffered con- 
siderably. ln comparison with June, 1932, exports to 
the Soviet Union in the month under review were less than 
one-third, and to France only 75 per cent.; substantial 
reductions took place in sales to Sweden, Switzerland and 
Czechoslovakia, from which countries German imports have 
either increased or been maintained. 


TRADE IN THE First HAtF-YEAR 


For the first six months of 1933 imports amounted to 
2,087 million mks. and exports to 2,378 million mks., giving 
a surplus of the latter of 291 million mks. as compared 
with one of 602 million mks. in the corresponding period of 
1932. As against the first half of last year, imports declined 
in value by 13 per cent., owing entirely to lower prices. 
The volume of raw materials and semi-finished goods 
actually rose by more than 10 per cent.; the volume of 
foodstuffs was 15 per cent. lower. 


Exports dropped in vaiue by 20 per cent., partly due to 
falling prices, and in volume by 12 per cent. The greatest 
loss was in the volume of finished goods (— 13 per cent.); 
exports of raw materials were only 9 per cent. below those 
in the first six months of 1932, while foodstuffs showed a 
slight increase in volume. 


HUNGARY 


FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY 


The British Commercial Secretary at Budapest has for- 
warded the following particulars of the foreign trade of 
Hungary during May last together with the comparative 
figures for May, 1932:—

Hungary’s trade balance was, therefore, again active for 
the month of May and closed with a surplus of exports over 
imports amounting to 3 million pengé. 


In the first five months of 1933, imports and exports 
amounted to 118-5 million pengé and 131-9 million pengo 
respectively. There was, therefore, an active trade balance 
during the period in question of 13-4 million pengé. During 
the first five months of 1932 there was a passive balance 
of 14-9 million pengé. In comparison with last year, there- 
fore, the current year’s figures show an improvement on 
balance equivalent to 28-3 million pengo. 


This improvement is the result of a simultaneous decrease 
in imports and increase in exports. During May of the 
current year, in comparison with May, 1932, imports of 
cut and sawn wood, cotton fabrics, textiles, crude metals, 
silk and silk yarns and firewood decreased considerably. 
There were, however, increases in the import of raw cotton, 
and anilin dyes. On the other hand, there were increases 
in the export of maize, cattle, barley, eggs, wine and pigs, 
while exports of wheat, flour, straw and railway carriages 
decreased.

LITHUANIA 
ECONOMIC SITUATION AND TRADE 
CONDITIONS 


In examining the general economic conditions obtaining 
in Lithuania during the year 1932 and during the early 
part of 1933, it may be observed,* writes H.M. Consul at 
Kovno, that the economic life of the country was, to a far 
greater extent than in 1931, adversely affected by the world 
economic crisis. The outstanding features of this situation 
were :— 

A curtailment of the volume of Lithuania’s foreign trade 
during 1932 as compared with the years 1931 and 1930 by 
35 and 45 per cent. respectively. 

A decline of state revenue by 48 million lit as compared 
with 1931 and an actual Budgetary deficit of about 11 
million lit. 

The reduction of the foreign currency fund of the Bank 
of Lithuania by 17-5 million lit as compared with the early 
part of 19382. 

The growing decline of the population’s purchasing power 
continued to react unfavourably on the country’s foreign 
trade during the first four months of 1933, imports showing 
a decrease by about 12 per cent. as compared with the 
similar period of 1932. 

Still more unfavourable was the position of the export 
trade which, when compared with the same period of 1932, 
showed a diminution of about 30 per cent. 

The internal market was characterised by considerable 
depression, chiefly accounted for by the diminished purchas- 
ing capacity of the Lithuanian peasantry. 

The Lithuanian currency maintained its stability during 
the period under review; moreover, the Lithuanian Govern- 
ment would appear to have no intention of departing from 
the gold standard. It is also worthy of note that, in spite 
of the depletion of its foreign currency fund, the Bank of 
Lithuania (the bank of issue) imposed no restrictions on 
the sale of foreign currency. 

To sum up the position, it may perhaps be pointed out 
that, thanks to its small urban population (about 10 per 
cent.), its insignificant foreign indebtedness and the some- 
what primitive standard of life of the peasantry, 
Lithuania’s economic outlook would not appear—at least as 
far as the immediate future is concerned—to give grounds 
for pessimism. 

While the foreign trade balance was active in 1932, the 
total volume was considerably smaller than in previous 
years. The export trade at 1894 million lit was 84 million 
lit less than in 1931 and 144-6 million lit less than in 1930, 
a decline by 31 per cent. and 43 per cent. respectively. 
Imports decreased from 312-4 million lit and 277-9 million 
in 1930 and 1931 respectively to some 167 million lit in 
1932, i.e., a reduction by 40 per cent. and 47 per cent. 
respectively. 

The diminution of the export trade was chiefly accounted 
for by international marketing difficulties (import quotas, 
high Customs tariffs, etc.) and, to a great extent, by a 
fall in prices obtainable for agrarian produce on the world 
markets. 

The decline in the import trade is attributed to the 
already mentioned diminished purchasing capacity of the 
local population—particularly the peasantry—and, to some 
extent, to the expansion of local industry which is well 
protected by Customs tariffs against foreign competition. 

The downward movement of Lithuania’s foreign trade 
was still more intense in the early part of 1933, official 
statistics showing a reduction of exports during the first 
quarter by about 32 per cent. as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1932.

Export TRADE 


The principal countries of export were Great Britain, 
Germany and the Soviet Union. The British share in 
Lithuania’s export trade rose from 19-49 per cent. of the 
total in 1930 and 33-11 per cent. in 1931 to 41-39 per cent. 
in 1932, while Germany’s share in Lithuania’s exports Yr 
creased from 59-91 per cent. in 1930 and 45-92 per cent. 
1931 to 39-14 per cent. in 1932. The Soviet Union’s fom 
was 3-02 per cent. in 1931 and 3-53 in 1932. 

Exports in 1932 comprised food products—chiefly bacon, 
butter, meat and eggs—to the value of 113-8 million lit, 
as against 156-7 million in 1931, a decline of about 28 per 
cent. Exports of livestock suffered a considerable setback, 
declining from 70 million lit in 1930 and 35-8 million lit 
in 1931 to 12°6 million lit in 1932. The decrease in value 
of raw materials and semi-manufactured goods from 67 
million lit in 1931 to 53-5 million lit in 1932 was due to 
the fall in prices of pulp-wood, cellulose, ete. 


Import TRADE 


The principal countries from which imports were received 
in 1932 were Germany, Great Britain, Czechoslovakia, the 
Soviet Union, Belgium and the United States in the order 
named. 

The largest share of the Lithuanian import trade in 1932 
again, as in previous years, fell to Germany (40-27 per cent. 
against 47-01 per cent. in 1931), while Great Britain’s 
share increased from 7-07 per cent. in 1931 to 10-78 per 
cent. in 1932. An analysis of import trade figures for the 
first quarter of 1933 reveals a further increase of the 
British share to 13-91 per cent. Prospects for British ex- 
port trade to Lithuania, observed from every angle, have 
never been better than to-day, states H.M. Consul. 

With a view to correcting the disproportion of trade with 
certain countries (Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Sweden, etc.) 
the Lithuanian Government, towards the end of 1932, intro- 
duced a system of licences for the import of salt, sugar, 
cement, coal, phosphatic fertilisers, cotton yarns and 
thread, iron, steel, iron roofing sheets, and woollen fabrics.

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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY—APRIL 


The British Commercial Agent at Batavia reports that 
during the first four months of the current year imports 
amounted to 653,625 metric tons, valued at 107,932,000 
florins, as compared with 643,341 tons, valued at 155,007,000 
fis., in the corresponding period of 1932. Exports during 
the four months ended April 30 last totalled 2,639,841 tons, 
to the value of 163,470,000 fis., as against 2,890,098 tons 
(229,479,000 fis.) a year earlier. 


It will be seen that imports this year were higher by 
10,284 tons, but lower by 47,075,000 fis. than last year, while 
exports were less by 250,257 tons and 66,009,000 {fis., 
respectively. 


NICARAGUA 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1932 
(From H.M. Consul at Managua) 


According to a report issued by the Collector-General of 
Customs, the foreign trade of Nicaragua declined by 36 per 
cent. in 1932 as compared with 1931, and was the lowest 
since 1917. The total value of imports and exports was 
8,021,475 Cordoba, as compared with 12,590,539 Cordoba in 
1931. In 1928, the peak year, the total was 25,043,663 
Cordoba, while in 1902, the lowest on record, the total was 
4,102,329 Cordoba. The value of exports in 1932 was 
4,541,597 Cordoba, the lowest since 1912, in which year the 
value was 3,861,516 Cordoba; there was a diminution of 
31 per cent. as compared with 1931. This decline was 
attributable to the low prices obtaining for Nicaraguan 
products and to the extremely small coffee crop. The actual 
volume of exports diminished in 1932 as compared with 
1931, while prices remained at a low level. 


Imports last year were valued at 3,479,878 Cordoba, the 
lowest since 1915, when the figure was 3,159,220 Cordoba. 


There was for the year under review a favourable trade 


balance of 1,061,719 Cordoba. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Great Britain took second place among supplying coun- 
tries, with about 10 per cent. of the imports in 1932, as 
compared with 9 per cent. in 1931; the United States took 
first place with 63 per cent. and 61 per cent., respectively ; 
Germany third place with 9 per cent. in each year. 


The exports mainly comprised bananas (49 per cent.) 
and coffee (33 per cent.). The United States took 65 per 
cent., as against 53 per cent. in 1931; Germany, 9 per cent. 
and 13 per cent., respectively; France, 9 per cent. and 
12 per cent.; and Great Britain, 6 per cent. and 7 per cent. 


OvuTLooK For 1933 


It is anticipated that foreign trade for 1933 will probably 
show a further reduction of about 10 per cent. as compared 
with 1932. The 1932-33 coffee crop, though much better 
than that for the previous season in point of quantity, was 
sold at a very low price.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 


RATIFICATION BY LITHUANIA 


The Board of Trade are informed that Lithuania has now 
ratified the Protocol signed at Geneva on June 17, 1925, 
for the prohibition of the use in war of asphyxiating and 
poisonous gas and bacteriological methods of warfare.

FRANCE—YUGOSLAVIA 
ADDITIONAL AGREEMENT (MAIZE) 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’ of July 28 contains a 
Decree, dated July 15, approving an Agreement which was 
signed on June 10 regarding the import of Yugoslav maize 
into France. The Agreement states that, as the wheat 
market does not permit of the application during the present 
season of the special arrangements for the import of Yugo-

slav wheat into France provided for in an Agreement of 
November 7, 1931, similar arrangements shall be made 
instead in respect of Yugoslav maize for feeding poultry 
and animals. Such maize will pay the full ‘‘ Minimum’”’ 
Tariff duties on importation into France, but the French 
Government will refund to the Yugoslav Government 40 per 
cent. of the duty in respect of a quantity not exceeding 
240,000 quintals to be imported by September 30, 1933. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—POLAND 


TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE AND 
CONSULAR RIGHTS 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Treaty of 
Friendship, Commerce and Consular Rights between the 
United States and Poland which was signed at Washington 
on June 15, 1931, came into force on July 9 as a result 
of the exchange of ratifications on June 9. The following 
is a summary of the main provisions of the Treaty in relation 
to commerce :— 

Nationals of either Party are given national treatment, 
subject to the laws in force at the date of signature, in all 
matters relating to entry, travel, residence, commerce and 
occupation of lands and buildings, or, where national treat- 
ment is excluded by local laws, reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment; they are given freedom of commerce and 
navigation in ports of the other Party open to foreign 
commerce and navigation (subject to exceptions so far as 
concerns (inter alia) prohibitions or restrictions in force to 
protect human, animal, or plant life and health) and 
national treatment as regards internal taxation, rights 
before the Courts, and the disposal of real property. 
(Nationals of either Party are entitled to acquire real pro- 
perty by inheritance in the territory of the other, but may 
be required to dispose of it within a specified period.) 

The juridical status of companies of either Party is to 
be recognised in the territory of the other, and most- 
favoured-nation treatment is given in all that concerns the 
formation of and participation in companies. 

Goods of either Party imported from, or destined to, the 
territories of the other are given unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards import or export 
duties respectively, as regards Customs formalities, and as 
regards restrictions or quotas. There is to be reciprocal 
equality of treatment in relation to the flags of either Party, 
as respects duties, bounties, or drawbacks payable on goods 
of any kind carried in their respective vessels. Documen- 
tary evidence of origin, the details of which are to be 
arranged in a subsequent Exchange of Notes, may be re- 
quired to accompany goods claiming most-favoured-nation 
treatment. These most-favoured-nation provisions do not 
embrace : — 

(1) Privileges granted to frontier traffic; 

(2) privileges arising from a Customs union; 

(3) treatment given by the U.S.A. to commerce with 
Cuba, the Panama Canal Zone or any dependency 
of the United States; 

(4) the provisional Customs regime in force betweem 
Polish and German parts of Upper Silesia as laid 
down in the German-Polish Convention of May 15, 
1922. 

National treatment is accorded to the nationals and goods 
of either Party in the territories of the other as regards 
internal taxes and charges. Goods in transit are exempt 
from Customs duty, and there is to be complete freedom of 
transit for persons and goods except as respects transit 
through the Panama Canal Zone and waterways which con- 
stitute national boundaries, and subject to the rights of the 
Parties to restrict transit of arms and military equipment 
in pursuance of international agreements. National treat- 
ment is given to shipping in matters of tonnage, harbour 
and similar dues, except as regards the coasting trade, to 
which, however, most-favoured-nation treatment applies. 
National treatment for shipping does not apply to privileges 
reserved for the fishing and shipbuilding industries of either 
Party. 

Commercial travellers are given most-favoured-nation 
treatment as regards Customs and other charges applicable 
to them or their samples. 


The Treaty enters into force thirty days after the ex- 
change of ratifications and remains in force for at least 
one year, after which it is terminable after six months’ 
notice of denunciation by either Party. It is to apply to the 
dependencies of the Parties (but not to the Panama Canal 
Zone), and Poland reserves the right to adhere on behalf of 
Danzig.

4. Where any goods falling within a class or description 
of goods set out in a Part of the Schedule hereto are goods 
containing a dutiable component which does not fall within 
a class or description of goods set out in that Part of the 
Schedule, these Regulations shall apply to that component 
as though it were included in that Part of the Schedule. 


5. Where any goods not falling within a class or descrip- 
tion of goods set out in the Schedule hereto are goods con- 
taining a dutiable component which falls within such class 
or description, these Regulations shall apply to that com- 
ponent as though it were not within such class or description.

ENQUIRIES REFERRED TO THE TARIFF 
BOARD 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ of July 27 (page 144) and previous notices 
respecting matters referred to the Australian Tariff Board 
for enquiry and report, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 
in Australia reports, by telegraph, that the under-mentioned

BRITISH GUIANA 
AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the British 
Preferential Tariff Order dated May 17, and effective as 
from September 1, 1933, which provides that, for the pur- 
pose of Customs Tariff preference in British Guiana, goods 
shall not be deemed to be manufactured in the British 
Empire unless at least 50 per cent. of their total value is the 
result of labour within the British Empire. Hitherto goods 
were not deemed to be manufactured in the British Empire 
for the purpose in question unless at least 25 per cent. of 


their total value was the result of labour within the British 
Empire. 


EXPORT DUTY ON PRECIOUS STONES 
AMENDED 


The Customs Duties Ordinance, 1933 (No. 10 of 1933), 
assented to on June 17, amends the export duty on precious 
stones exported from British Guiana from 6 per cent. ad 
valorem to 50 cents per carat, except in the case of precious

stones which, in the opinion of the Commissioner of Lands 
and Mines, are unsuitable for use as gems and can only be 
used for industrial purposes, on which the duty is 15 cents 
per carat. 


CANADA 
VALUE OF THE POUND STERLING FOR 
DUTY PURPOSES 


Memorandum No. 673, issued on July 15 by the Dominion 
Department of National Revenue, states that ‘‘ Instructions 
were issued in September, 1931, to the effect that in com- 
puting the value for duty of goods imported into Canada 
from Great Britain, Northern Ireland and the Irish Free 
State, the value of the pound sterling was fixed at $4-862, 
and Collectors are advised that in respect to such importa- 
tions until otherwise instructed this value of the pound 
sterling is to be accepted as the basis for duty purposes.”’ 


DOMINICA 
AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Empire 
Preferential Tariff (Amendment) Regulations, 1933, dated 
June 6, which contain similar provisions regarding the 
qualification of goods for Customs Tariff preference in 
Dominica to those recently made in Antigua, particulars of 
which were published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 20 (page 107). 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES 


REGULATION GOVERNING GRANT OF PRE- 
FERENCE TO POSTAL PACKETS 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Febru- 
ary 23 (page 309) respecting the regulations governing the 
grant of preference in the Federated Malay States, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade a copy of an amendment to the above-men- 
tioned regulations, which deletes paragraph 10, relating to 
the proof of origin required for postal packets and substi- 
tutes the following :— 

‘‘ In regard to dutiable goods imported by post from 
any of the countries specified in paragraph (1) other than 
the Straits Settlements, preferential rates cannot be 
granted unless one of the following documents is 
produced : — 


(a) A manufacturer’s invoice showing that the goods 
have been manufactured, grown or produced in 
one of the countries specified in paragraph (1). 
(b) A bill from a shop on which it is stated that the 
goods are of Empire origin. 2 
A postal declaration on which it is stated that the 
goods are of Empire origin. 
(d) A label affixed to the package which states that the 
goods are of Empire origin. This label is used 
by some firms.

The mere production of a bill from a shop without any 
statement that the goods are of Empire origin is not 
sufficient as it does not prove that the goods are of Empire 
origin.”’ 


As regards the postal declaration referred to in (c) above, 
H.M. Trade Commissioner adds that it will be sufficient if 
the sender of any goods from the United Kingdom will state 
on the Postal Declaration which is sent with the parcel that 
the goods are of British origin. The following short form of 
certificate of origin will also be accepted. 


‘‘The contents of this package are not merchandise for 
sale, and every dutiable article herein is the growth or 
produce, or, if a manufactured article, is to the extent of 
at least one quarter of its present value the manufacture of 
(country of origin).”’ 


SALE OF FOODS AND DRUGS 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the Rules under the Sale of 
Food and Drugs Enactment, 1932, which came into force 
in the Federated Malay States as from June l. 

The Rules, which deal with the standards of purity and 
methods of labelling foods and drugs for sale in the 
Federated Malay States, may be seen by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND 
NORTHERN RHODESIA* 


CUSTOMS AGREEMENT, 19383 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Customs 
Agreement recently concluded between Southern Rhodesia 
and Northern Rhodesia. A full summary of this Agreement 
is given below :— 

The Governments shall, as far as possible, agree upon a 
uniform Tariff, and such Tariff shall not be amended by 
either Party without prior reference to the other Party. 
Similarly the Laws and Regulations of both territories re- 
lating to Customs and Excise shall as far as possible be 
brought into conformity (Arts. II and III). 


Subject to such modifications as are provided for in the 
Agreement, there shall be a free interchange of the products 
and manufactures of Southern Rhodesia and of Northern 
Rhodesia, except that in the event of one Party levying an 
Excise duty on any article produced or manufactured in its 
territory, it shall be entitled to levy a corresponding Customs 
duty on importation into its territory of a like article pro- 
duced or manufactured in the territory of the other Party 
(Art. IV). 


Ale, beer, stout, cider and perry, exceeding 3 per cent. 
of proof spirit, and wines, when produced in the territory 
of one Party, shall upon importation into the territory of 
the other Party, be subject to the lowest rates of Customs 





* The Agreement does not apply to the part of Northern 
Rhodesia falling within the Congo Basin.

duty leviable on similar goods imported from British 
Dominions or Possessions, rebated by 50 per cent. Such 
goods shall not be imported into either territory except 
through a Customs port of entry. 


* Spirits distilled in the Union of South Africa, Southern 
Rhodesia or in Northern Rhodesia, and removed from the 
territory of one Party to that of the other, shall be subject 
to the Customs duty leviable in the importing country on 
spirits imported from Great Britain, rebated by 25 per 
cent. 

Provision is made for the reimbursement by the Govern. 
ment of the producing territory to the Government of the 
consuming territory of the Excise and Excise stamp duties 
levied on cigarettes and tobacco manufactures, matches, 
sugar and playing cards (Art. V). 

Kach Party may prohibit the importation or exportation 
of scrap tobacco, dust tobacco, tobacco stems, etc. (Art. VI), 

Sach Party shall be entitled to impose such duties as may 
be necessary for the protection of the producers of primary 
commodities within their respective territories provided that 
such duties shall not be imposed by either Party without 
prior reference to and consultation with the other Party 
(Art. VII). 

In respect of goods manufactured in Southern Rhodesia 
or Northern Rhodesia and removed from one territory to the 
other there shall be paid by the Government of the export- 
ing territory to the Government of the importing territory 
12 per cent. of the export value of such of those goods as 
appear in Class I of the Annual Trade Statements of the 
respective territories, together with the non-alcoholic bever- 
ages in Class I], and 6 per cent. of the export value of such 
of those goods as appear in Classes III to XIII of the said 
Trade Statements (Art. VIIT). 


In respect of goods produced or manufactured in the 
Union of South Africa and removed from Southern 
Rhodesia to Northern Rhodesia there shall be paid by the 
Government of Southern Rhodesia to the Government of 
Northern Rhodesia the amount received from the Govern- 
ment of the Union of South Africa in respect of such pro- 
ducts or manufactures; similarly, credit shall be passed by 
the Government of Northern Rhodesia to the Government 
of Southern Rhodesia for the amount received from the 
Government of the Union of South Africa in respect of goods 
other than motor vehicles produced or manufactured in the 
Union of South Africa and removed from Northern Rhodesia 
to Southern Rhodesia (Art. IX). 


In respect of goods other than those provided for in 
Article 1X imported from any country not a party to this 
Agreement and removed ex open stocks from Southern 
Rhodesia to Northern Rhodesia, there shall be paid by the 
Government of Southern Rhodesia to the Government of 
Northern Rhodesia the Customs duties according to 
Southern Rhodesia rates or Northern Rhodesia rates, which- 
ever shall be the higher; similarly, credit shall be passed 
by the Government of Northern Rhodesia to the Government 
of Southern Rhodesia for the Customs duties according to 
Northern Rhodesia rates or Southern Rhodesia rates, which- 
ever shall be the higher, on goods imported from any country 
not a party to this Agreement, ex open stocks from Northern 
Rhodesia to Southern Rhodesia. 


In respect of such removals a deduction of 5 per cent. from 
the duties payable shall be made to cover the cost of collec- 
tion on original importation (Art. X). 


The Government of Southern Rhodesia undertakes to 
collect and pay over, free of charge, to the Government of 
Northern Rhodesia the duties at Northern Rhodesia Tariff 
rates on goods imported direct into Northern Rhodesia 
through the port of Beira (Art. XII). 


Potable spirits not distilled in Southern Rhodesia shall 
not be removed from Southern Rhodesia to Northern 
Rhodesia except in bond (Art. XIV). 


No export duties which have been or may be imposed by 
either territory shall fall within the scope of this Agreement 
(Art. XVI). 


The provisions of the Agreement are to take effect from 
July 1, 1933, subject to ratification and confirmation by the 
Legislative Assembly of Southern Rhodesia and to the 
approval of the Secretary of State for the Colonies on be- 
half of Northern Rhodesia. Upon such ratification and 
approval they are to remain in force till June 30, 1934, and 
thereafter for periods of twelve months. Either Party may 
give notice before December 31 of the year 1933 or of any 
subsequent year of its intention to retire therefrom as from 
June 30 following such notice.

of May 22, which prescribes new regulations for the export 
of citrus fruits, bananas and pineapples from Brazil. 


The Regulations provide, inter alia, that all fruit of the 
kinds mentioned must be submitted for inspection to the 
Directorate of Fruit Culture of the Ministry of Agriculture 
before export, and that all exporters must be enrolled on 
the Federal Register of Fruit Exporters.

ESTONIA 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON SALT HERRINGS 


In connection with the temporary Commercial Agreement 
between H.M. Government in the United Kingdom and the 
Government of Estonia, signed on July 15 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of July 27, page 142), it should be noted that a Decree 
(Resolution) of the Government of Estonia, dated July 19 
and published in the ‘‘ Riigi Teataja’”’ of July 25, provides 
for the reduction of the duty on salt or cured herring (ez 
Tariff No. 37 (4) ), as from July 22, to 0-022 E.kr. per kilog. 
gross weight (‘‘ Minimum ’”’ Tariff). The Decree also pro- 
vides that herring caught by Estonian ships in foreign 
waters shall be allowed to enter free of duty. 


FRANCE 
DUTY REFUNDS ON EXPORTED WHEAT OR 
FLOUR 


The French Wheat Law of July 10 provided for the total 
or partial refund of the Customs duties in force at the time 
of export to be granted in respect of native wheat exported 
either as such or in flour (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 20, page 
113). The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 25 contains 
a Decree of July 22, issued under this Law, which provides 
that these refunds will only apply to native soft wheat and 
flours thereof, and will not be granted on goods exported 
after warehousing or ‘‘ temporary admission.” The actual 
amount of the refund is to be fixed in each case by a Wheat 
Control Commission, but it is not to exceed the Customs 
duty ruling at the time for imported wheat. 


QUOTA FOR CERTAIN LEATHER: 
MODIFICATION 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 6 
(pages 22-29) regarding the renewals of the French import 
quotas, it should be noted that the French ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel’’? of July 27 announces that the United Kingdom 
share of the quota for varnished hides and skins and parts 
thereof, except kid, sheep and lamb (ez Tariff No. 476 bis) 
has been reduced from 12,006 to 6,006 kilogs. in order to 
allow for the grant of a quota of 6,000 kilogs. to Canada. 


Leather of this kind, when of Canadian origin, will only 
be admitted if accompanied by certificates from an organi- 
sation to be designated later. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


Recent issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ announce 
the exhaustion of the quotas fixed for the import of various 
goods into France until September 30, in consequence of 
which the import of such goods may not be resumed until 
further notice. United Kingdom trade is affected in the 
following cases :— 

Commercially pure sulphuric acid—from “other ” 
countries, including the United Kingdom. 


Cold-rolled hoop iron and steel, varnished, tinned, tem- 
pered, coated with lead, etc.—from the United 
Kingdom.

FRANCE AND ALGERIA 


SURTAX IMPOSED ON PORTUGUESE WINES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 29 contains a 
Decree, dated July 24 and effective immediately, which im- 
poses a surtax of 8 francs per bottle or per litre on full- 
bodied wines (Tariff No. 171 ter) originating in or coming 
from Portugal on import into France and Algeria. 


GERMANY 
MONOPOLISED OILS AND FATS: CLEARANCE 
WARRANTS 


In virtue of a Ministerial Order (dated June 21 and 
effective as from July 1, 1933), issued in connection with 
the monopoly of the marketing of oils and fats in Germany, 
the temporary arrangement under which certain imported 
oils and fats (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 20 last—page 610) 
were allowed to be cleared to the extent of a specified pro- 
portion of corresponding 1932 imports, on production of a 
general authority obtainable from the Head Customs Office, 
has been abolished. 

Such oils and fats may now therefore only be cleared by 
importers on the strength of a special delivery warrant 
obtainable from the Reich Office for Oils and Fats. 


CONCESSIONAL IMPORT DUTIES FOR 
CEREALS: AMENDED RATES AND 
CONDITIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of July 25 contains an 
Order, dated July 24, and effective as from August 1, which 
provides for a number of amendments and additions to the 
existing specially reduced rates of Customs duty accorded 
to imports of certain cereals and pulses into Germany when 
proof is forthcoming of the export of corresponding quan- 
tities of specified cereals, cereal products or pulses. The 
new concessional rates and conditions attaching thereto are 
shown in the following new Notes to Nos. 2, 3, 7, 11 and 12 
of the German Customs Tariff (which replace the previously 
existing Notes to Tariff Nes.

EXPORT BONDS FOR CEREALS: 
NEW POWERS 
H.M. Ambassador at Berlin has forwarded a translation 


of a new German Law (dated July 20, 1933) concerning the 
issue and availability of export bonds. The text of this 
translation is reproduced below :— 
The Minister of Finance and the Minister of Food and 
Agriculture are empowered to decree :- 
(a) that in the event of rye and oats being exported 
from the open market of the Customs territory,

GREECE 


CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF GOODS FROM 
RHODESIA, CHILE AND PANAMA 


H.M. Representative at Athens has forwarded translation 
of a recent Decree under which goods imported into Greece 
from Rhodesia, Chile or Panama will only be subject to the 
ordinary ‘‘ General ’’ Customs Tariff, instead of paying ten 
times the ‘‘ General ’’ rates, provided that such goods are 
imported in exchange for Greek exports to those countries 
of equal value. 


GUATEMALA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Decree (No. 
1405), dated June 20, and effective on July 2, which makes 
a number of minor modifications in the Guatemalan Customs 
Tariff. 


The goods on which the duties have been reduced include 
fruit juices, certain medicinal and pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts, embroidery and lace of linen, ramie, cotton or metal, 
hat shapes, lids and stoppers for bottles, etc. 


Increases have been made in respect of tissues of linen 
or ramie mixed with artificial silk; silk slippers, bed cover- 
lets of artificial silk and cotton. 


Information as to the rates of duty leviable on these and 
other goods specified in the Decree may be obtained from 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. i 


Regulation 25 for the application of the Tariff which deals 
with the classification of goods made of mixed fibres has 
been amended to read as follows:-—Articles made from 
fabrics composed of different fibres in which the whole of 
the weft or of the warp is composed of a fibre of superior 
quality shall be classified according to the latter; and this 
procedure shall be the same in cases where fibres of superior 
quality form part both of the weft and of the warp, with 
the exception of cases in which, by quantitative analysis, it 
is established that the admixture does not exceed 20 per 
cent. (formerly 10 per cent.). In this last instance they 
shall be considered as adornments. 


NORWAY 
EXPORT OF HERRING 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 25, 1932 (page 273), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Oslo reports that the provisions of the Tem- 
porary Law have been extended until the end of 1934. 


PERSIA 
IMPORT QUOTAS, 1933-34 


Particulars are given below of certain details which have 
been published in the Persian press regarding the quotas 
fixed for the importation of various goods into Persia 
during the economic year ending June, 1934, as reported 
by H.M. Representative in Persia. 


The total quotas amount to Rials 599,900,000, as com- 
pared with Rials 589,902,000 last year. No quota has been 
announced so far in respect of motor cars and lorries. The 
quota for woollen piece-goods, including mixtures of cotton 
and wool containing not less than 70 per cent. [formerly 
50 per cent.] of wool, is Rials 20,000,000, as compared with 
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Rials 8,000,000 during the previous year. Other important 
alterations are :— 
Goods previously prohibited, now allowed to be tmported— 
Scrap iron; table and bed linen; copper and nickel in 
sheets and wire; cocoa and chocolate; chemical 
fertilisers. 
Goods previously allowed to be imported, now prohibited— 
Certain haberdashery ; cotton and wool mixtures with less 
than 70 per cent. of wool; cotton yarn up to No. 20; 
wool yarn from No. 20 to No. 40; all leather except 
patent and chamois leather; all leather goods except 
shoes; iron stoves; braid; woollen underwear; 
European hats known as “‘ berets.”’ 


POLAND 


CONCESSIONAL IMPORT DUTIES ON 
VEGETABLE OILS 

In virtue of Note 2 to Section 7 (a), Note to Section 8 (a) 
and Note 2 to Section 8 (b) of No. 117 of the Polish Customs 
Tariff, certain vegetable oils may, under permit from the 
Ministry of Finance, be importe xd at specially reduced rates 
of Customs duty. 

The Commercial Secretary: to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has now forwarded particulars of a Ministerial Order, dated 
June 10, which makes the grant of the reduced rates con- 
ditional on the compensational export from Poland (not 
necessarily by the firm seeking to import the vegetable oils) 
of a corresponding quantity of certain specified goods. 

Concerns unable to fulfil the condition as to compensa- 
tional export may, nevertheless, obtain the benefit of the 
specially reduced rates, by special concession from the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, on depositing a sum 
(to be notified through the intermediary of the Association 
of Chambers of Commerce) to the account of the Inter- 
ministerial Commission for Promoting Export Trade. 


ROUMANIA 


IMPORT QUOTA SYSTEM: ADDITIONAL 
TAXES IMPOSED 
With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 27 (Page 151), the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest reports that, according 
to a Customs Circular dated July 15, the additional taxes 
will be charged as from July 1 on all goods subject to the 
import quota system, including goods which have been 
imported before that date on the basis of an import permit. 


SALVADOR 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree (No. 83), dated June 14, and published 
in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of June 19, modifying certain head- 
ings of the Salvadorean Customs Tariff, especially those re- 
lating to pure or mixed rayon goods, real silk goods, rayon 
gloves and underwear, cotton underwear and shirts, certain 
minerals and ceramic enamels.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period August 1-10, in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 131-52 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ] 


TURKEY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 29 (pages 999-1000), the Commercial 
Secretary at Istanbul reports that the Turkish Director- 
General of Customs has stated that, where the full rates of 
the Tariff have been reduced by Treaty, with a proviso that 
the reduced rates may only be increased after a prescribed 
period of notice, this period is to begin from the date of the 
promulgation of the law introducing the new tariff rates, 
i.e., as from May 31, and not from the date of its general 
application (August 31), as was previously announced. Of 
the goods covered by the notice referred to above, the follow-

The Commercial Secretary at Istanbul reports that a Law 
(No. 2261), dated June 3, and in force from June 1, provides 
for the reintroduction of the exemption from Customs duty 
in respect of raw material, machinery, spare parts, etc., for 
use in Turkish industry, which was withdrawn in August 
last. Lists are to be drawn up of the goods receiving total 
or partial exemption from duty under this provision. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
PACKING MATERIALS QUARANTINE 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of May 11, 1933 (page 742), the Commercial! 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Washington has forwarded 
copy of an amendment (No. 1) to Quarantine Notice No. 69, 
which empowers an inspector to grant exception to the pro- 
hibitions detailed in paragraph 1 of the Notice, provided 
that, in his judgment, the materials in question have been 
so prepared, manufactured or processed, that no pest risk 
is involved in their entry into the United States. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (UNDER ‘‘ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF *’ PROVISIONS) 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Proclama- 
tion announcing the approval by the President of the United 
States of reports on certain investigations completed and 
submitted to him by the Tariff Commission under Section 
336 (the ‘‘ Flexible Tariff ’’ provisions) of the United States 
Tariff Act, 1930. Particulars of the changes in duties which

have been approved and which became effective on June 24, 
1935, are given below, viz. :—

ST. HELENA 
INTRODUCTION OF PREFERENTIAL TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the draft of the 
‘“Customs (Consolidation) Second Amendment Ordinance, 
1933,’’ which will be enacted on September 1. The Ordin- 
ance provides for the grant of a Customs Tariff preference 
on goods of Empire origin by maintaining the existing rates 
of duty (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 2 (page 190) ) as the 
Preferential Tariff and by levying in addition a surtax of 
one-quarter the duty in the case of goods of foreign origin. 

Foreign goods which are not exempt from duty and which 
are not separately enumerated in the Tariff are to be made 
subject to a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem, plus the above- 
mentioned surtax, goods of Empire origin being admitted 
free. Rice, flour and wheat of foreign origin are to be 
removed from the list of exemptions and made subject to a 
specific duty of 2s. 1d. per 100 lb. plus the surtax of one- 
quarter of the duty. 

Further information regarding the preference regula- 
tions, etc., will be published as soon as possible.

British Standard Files and Rasps. 

The File Manufacturers’ Association a short while ago 
issued an agreed list of files in which a large measure of 
simplification in the number of files had been achieved. 

In order to secure as much support as possible for the 
adoption of the new sizes the manufacturers approached the 
British Standards Institution with a view to the new sizes 
being incorporated in a B.S. Specification. 

British Standard Specification No. 498-1933, Engineers’ 
Files and Rasps, which has just been published, has accord- 
ingly been based on the proposals of the manufacturers. 

Whereas originally there were some thousands of different 
sizes and types of files, the Standard Specification provides 
for only 234 standard files of 24 different types, and the 
views of industry indicate that these are sufficient to meet 
the normal demands of engineering. 

The specification is in two parts. The first part is devoted 
to nomenclature, and a description, together with an illustra- 
tion, is given for each different type of file. 

The second part of the specification includes 29 tables 
giving the overall dimensions and the number of cuts for 
the various types. Tolerances on both the dimensions and 
number of cuts are laid down in the specification. 

In the course of the discussions of the Drafting Committee 
stress was repeatedly laid on the need for a standard method 
of file testing, and the File Manufacturers’ Association have 
consequently given this matter their closest attention. A very 
thorough investigation is, at present, being carried out at 
Shefficld University under Professor Lea, and considerable 
progress in arriving at a satisfactory method of test has 
already been made. It is hoped that in the near future the 
result of this work will form the basis for a further B.S. 
Specification dealing specifically with a standard method of 
testing Ifies.

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
